A forest fire covering over 400 
acres of heavy timber about 25 
miles northwest and above the 
North West Brandi River in the 
Gap area was put under control 
by the Alberta Forest Service. 

A crew of 20 men, a caterpillar 
tractor and helicopter fought the 
fire since noon, Friday, July 14, 
Cause of the fire is suspected to be 
a lightning strike during the ear¬ 
ly morning hours. 

A second fire is raging in the 
Elk Valley district of British Co¬ 
lumbia about one and a quarter 
mile east of the Fording River, 
and four males south of Tod Hunt¬ 
er Creek. The fire is about 200 
acres in size and forestry officials 
hope to have the fire under con¬ 
trol soon. 

Meanwhile Alberta Forest Ser¬ 
vice officers describe the fire haz¬ 
ard in the Crows Nest forest area 
as being very high and persons 
going into the area over the week¬ 
end are urged to use extreme cau¬ 
tion with fire and cigarettes.

OF MANY THINGS 

(By Ambrose Hills) 

Oh, You Kids! 

Langley, British Columbia, held a series 
of Pioneer Days, when all the clerks in all 
their stores wore costumes of the last cent¬ 
ury, and many grandmothers dug deep into 
their trunks to find old wedding gowns saved 
for just such occasions. 

I saw a couple of very dignified and quite 
mature ladies wearing such dresses last week. 
On an impish impulse I stepped up to them 
and said, “Ladies, aren't you ashamed, go¬ 
ing about the streets like that!" One of them 
looked down her aristocratic old nose at me 
and asked, “What on earth do you mean?.' 

“Well," I said sternly, “when you step¬ 
ped out of that store onto the street, I defi¬ 
nitely caught a glimpse of a well-turned 
ankle!" 

That broke them up into great gales of 
laughter, and much tittering. One of them- 
the eldest I think-fluttered her lashes at me 
and said, “Young man, when a lady shows a 
well-turned ankle, a gentleman should have 
the propriety to take a well-turned glance- 
in the other direction!" 

I was tempted to say, “23 skidoo and Oh, 
you kid!" but they were such lovely products 
of that era I minded my manners and went 
my way. 

I went my way though, wondering if we 
haven't lost quite a bit in this modern mini- 
skirted society, compared with the old ways 
of ruffles and lace. True, we've made life 
easier with our modern inventions and tech¬ 
nology, but few seem satisfied; they keep on 
wanting more and more. There is nothing, 
wrong with wanting more, but so many seem 
to want things without having to work for 
them. The few are producing for the many- 
and the many, instead of being thankful, ap¬ 
pear to hate and detest the few who do the 
producing, and want to regiment or reduce 
them. 

There was something fine about the old 
days when every man or woman capable of 
working was expected to do so or do without. 

I suppose saying that makes me an old react¬ 
ionary fuddy-duddy in these modern days - 
when the halos are being handed around to 
the political activists who promise that gov¬ 
ernments will create Utopia in some way I 
cannot comprehend, sitting “dialogueing to¬ 
gether" at Ottawa. I've often watched the 
doors of those buildings in Ottawa, but I've 
never seen an ounce of food, a pound of but¬ 
ter, a wheelbarrow or an automobile produced 
there! When is their siight-of-tongue going 
to create something we can consume? 


Fish Caused Change 
In West Coast 
Indians' Culture 

Did the leaping ability of the 
salmon determine the cultural de¬ 
velopment of the West Coast In¬ 
dian 

“Yes,” says Dr. David Sanger, 
an archaeologist with the National 
Museum of Canada. He proposes a 
plausible theory to account for 
these rather unusual events which 
took place 6,000 years ago. 

In early post-glacial times, In¬ 
dians fished for salmon along the 
Columbia River. Then in approxi¬ 
mately 4,000 B.C. salmon fishing 
above the Ceiilo Falls disappeared, 
only to reappear again around the 
year 1266 A.D. 

What happened during this 5,006- 
year period? 

Dr. Sanger suggests that the rap¬ 
idly moving Columbia River, com¬ 
bined with the barren terrain of 
the Columbia Plateau, created a 
falls too steep for the salmon to 
ascend. Instead they were forced 
to seek different spawning ground. 
Indians living upriver were com¬ 
pelled to alter their diet and con¬ 
sequently, their basic culture. 

Years passed while they develop¬ 
ed a culture more adaptable to the 
parched, desert-like lands. 

Then, in 1266, at approximately 
the same time the first Parliament 


was being convened in England, a 
massive landslide swept across 
the Columbia River, raising the 
level 300 feet. This provided an 
access route for the salmon, in¬ 
tent on spawning upstream. 

Abandoning fheir food-gathering 
customs, the Indians reverted to 
a fish-culture, similar to that of 
their relatives of the north, the 
Indians of what is known today as 
British Columbia. Their cultures 
merged. 

“This blending of cultures,”-Dr. 
Sanger said, “may not be direct¬ 
ly attributable to the opening of 
the old spawning routes to the up¬ 
per reaches of the Columbia Riv¬ 
er.” 

It was, however, effected at the 
same time and appears to be a. 
logical answer to a problem which 
has intrigued archaeologists, for 
some time. When the fish moved 
upstream again, Indians from the 
northern portion of the plateau 
moved downward, bringing with 
them new ideas of subsistence and 
new patterns of living.

like independent states. If Canada 0 r 

is to remain a nation and develop p r 

into the great and unified ooun- a< 

try that it should, the Federal p< 

Government must have greater 
authority in a number of fields. ** 

This authority can only be ac¬ 
quired by consent, and such con¬ 
sent can only be obtained by a 
Conference of the Federal and 
Provincial Governments^ 

A Conference of this nature 
should not only be made up of 
representatives of the Federal and 
Provincial Governments, but also 
of other prominent Canadians, with 
appropriate backgrounds. It won’t 
be easy to hammer out a new 
Constitution as there are many 
different points of view respecting 
the necessary fields of authority 
of the Federal and Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments, but it can be done. 

These same difficulties were 
present in 1865, but the Fathers 
of Confederation had the determ¬ 
ination and the broad-mindedness 
to work out appropriate comprom¬ 
ises. 

Two main decisions must be 
made: 

1 —A concise and appropriate di¬ 

vision of powers between the 
Federal and Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments. 

2 —The Federal and Provincial 

Governments must 'have the 
necessary fund-raising (tax¬ 
ation) powers to be able to 
finance the fields of Govern¬ 
ment which they will be em¬ 
powered to administer. 

At the present time the Prov¬ 
inces and Municipalities have 
much of the expensive work of 
government to carry out—educa¬ 
tion, road-building, welfare, etc., 
and insufficient means of acquire 
ing revenue to carry on these proj- s 
eots. This has led to many very 
unfair tax burdens. At the present 
time, Canada is a "Tax Jungle”, 
and there are no over-riding prin¬ 
ciples on which taxes are based, 
except to get the most feathers 
with the least amount of squaw k. 

“Just a Minute, 

Please!" 

(Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, discusses items con¬ 
tained in the new Highway Traffic 
Act) 

ALCOHOL AND GASOLINE 
DO NOT MIX—- 

It happened in the corridor of 
a hospital. 

“Oh, God, let it be me, not that 
little boy!” 

The man wept copiously, wring¬ 
ing his hands and crying over and 
over again, “God, let it be me!” 
“God, let it be me!” 

The tears left me cold . . . 

It all started on a bright Sat¬ 
urday afternoon when a 12-year- 
old boy took his little sister down¬ 
town. At a marked intersection 
the little boy cautiously waited for 
the red light to turn green and 
then indicated to his sister that 
they could cross the street. Sud¬ 
denly a car screened from no¬ 
where and threw the youngsters 
into the air. The little girl was 
dead when the policeman picked 
her up, and the little boy was 
rushed to a hospital. 

“It will be a miracle if the boy 
ever walks again,” the doctor 
said. 

Yes, the tears left me cold. The 
man could cry enough tears to 
fill an ocean but it would not 
now put life back into the body 
of that little girl or strength into 
the legs of her brother. 

A little straight thinking on the 
part of a man who thought it 
was smart to drink and drive, 
prior to the accident, could have 
saved a human life and a crip¬ 
pling. 

The Highway Traffic Act en¬ 
deavors to make people realize 
that they should not drive if they 
are drinking or going to drink al¬ 
coholic beverages. The six months’ 
suspension of the operator’s li¬ 
cence for a first offence under the 
Criminal Code of Canada for driv¬ 
ing while impaired is continued in 
our new Act. Now, however, the 
Court in its discretion may, for 
a first offender, permit a restrict¬ 
ed licence to be issued to the sus¬ 
pended driver for the purpose of 
making a living. A second offence 
for impaired driving within a five- 
year period will continue to carry 
a mandatory suspension of at least 
12 months. 

A new provision carries a three- 
year suspension for a third con¬ 
viction within a five-year period. 
There is no authority whatsoever 


given to the Court or to the Min¬ 
ister of Highways to reduce sus¬ 
pensions for second or third of¬ 
fences. 

Impaired and intoxicated driv¬ 
ing are Criminal Code offences 
and the Court may, under the 
provisions of the Code, prohibit a 
person convicted of such offences 
from driving anywhere in Canada 
for a period up to three years or 
order imprisonment or both. The 
provisions in the Highway Traffic 
Act come into play only after a 
person is convicted for these of¬ 


fences under the Code. 

Tough laws and tough enforce¬ 
ment and tough courts can cer¬ 
tainly be potent deterrents but 
the real answer lies in everyone 
deciding to not drink while driv¬ 
ing before he hears a,doctor say: 

“The boy . . . who obeyed all 
the laws . . . who had a whole life 
ahead of him ... will never walk 
again!” 

“Laws too gentle are , seldom 
obeyed; too severe, seldom exe¬ 
cuted.”—Franklin.

Polystyrene Beads— 

Recently National Institute of 
Drycleaning’s Analysis Laboratory 
has been receiving a number of 
dresses, blouses and sweaters — 
trimmed with beads that bok like 
glass. Some are American-made. 
Others are imported from Hong 
Kong and other Far East coun¬ 
tries. The hang-tag attached to 
the 100 per cent wool, full-fashion- 
ed, hand-embroidered sweater rec¬ 
ommends “Dry Clean Only”. Due 
to the very intricate nature of the 
embroidered design and the beau¬ 
tiful colors, drydeaning is recom¬ 
mended “to insure lasting beauty 
and freshness”. But the sweater 
cannot be dry-cleaned without a 
customer complaint. 

The decorative trim is made of 
Polystyrene. Polystyrene softens 
and partially dissolves in both 
Stoddard solvent and perchloretby- 
lene. It is also affected by steam 
in finishing. Steam causes the 
shiny polystyrene to dull. Some 
beads are not only partially dis¬ 
solved but also cause stains on 
the fabric. 

Full-fashioned knit sweaters im¬ 
ported from British Crown Colony 
of Hong Kong are causing con¬ 
sumer complaints. Similar items 
have been received from other 
Far East countries. These include 
dresses and blouses of woven fab¬ 
rics. 

N.I.D. informs that while the In¬ 
dustry Advisory Committee on 
Textile Information is making 
progress toward a sensible care 
labelling program, its good effects 
will be noted only in American- 
produced garments and household 
fabrics. Labels that designate im¬ 
ported merchandise suggest “pres- 
I tige” to many consumers. How- 
[ ever, the imports may still be un¬ 
satisfactorily labelled. 

Alberta Health 
Plan 

Though the Alberta Health Plan 
is now in effect throughout the 
province, Alberta residents may 
still register as individuals. 

Dr. J. A. D. Paul, Health Plan 
medical director, says many peo¬ 
ple are under the impression that 
registration has been closed since 
July 1st, the plan’s effective date. 
However, anyone can register at 
any time in the Alberta Health 
Plan with benefits becoming ef¬ 
fective immediately the applica¬ 
tion is filed. 

Dr. Paul adds that if optional 
benefits are not taken out at the 
time the basic coverage is pur¬ 
chased, or if additional options are 
desired, they may be added on 
October 1, January 1, April 1 and 
July 1. 

Pensioners are supplied by the 
Alberta Health Plan with basic 
health services along with certain 
options, if these are not other¬ 
wise provided, and they continue 
to use their Hospitalization and 
Medical Services card to obtain 
certain additional services.
